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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 1 , the prior art either alone or in combination fails to 
disclose, teach or suggest an inflator particularly comprising: a first elongate chamber 
formed in said body; a second elongate chamber formed in said body, said second 
chamber fluidly connected with said first chamber proximate said first end at a first 
connection; a third elongate chamber formed in said body, said third chamber fluidly 
connected with said second chamber proximate said second end at a second 
connection; wherein said first, second and third chambers provide a substantially 
continuous fluid flow path through said inflator body, whereby a direction of said flow 
path is substantially reversed at least at each of said first and second connections. 
These structures in combination with other structures at recited in claim 1 define over 
prior art of record. 

With respect to claims 1 0 and 1 5, the prior art either alone or in combination fails 
to disclose, teach or suggest an inflator particularly comprising: an inflator body, a first 
elongate chamber, a second elongate chamber, a third elongate chamber, a first bore 
overlapping radii of the first and second elongate chambers, a second bore overlapping 
radii of the second and third elongate chambers. These structures in combination with 
other structures at recited in claims 10 and 15 define over prior art of record. 
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With respect to claim 21 , the prior art either alone or in combination fails to 
disclose, teach or suggest an inflator particularly comprising: an inflator body, a first 
elongate chamber, a second elongate chamber, a first bore overlapping radii of the first 
and second elongate chambers. These structures in combination with other structures 
at recited in claim 21 define over prior art of record.
